If a person dies between June 1. 
and the time the census-taker arrives 
he will be counted as being still alive 
in the 1931 decennial census, Child. 
ren born after June 1 will not be 
counted in the census, although they 
may be two or three weeks old by the 
time the census-taker arrives at theit 
‘home. 

Getting everybody counted once in 
the place where they belong and no-

trict mnst he credited with its pro- 
per population if apportionment of 
representation in Parlisment is to be 
correct.

When a young person has left 
his parents’ home and obtained em- 
ployment elsewhere, the place where 
he regularly sleeps while engaged ir 
this employment is considered his “‘us- 
ual place of abode,” even though he 
may still think of his parents’ resid- 
ence as “home”. 

Students in colleges and universi- 
ties who have no homes elsewhere will 
be enumerated in the district in which 
the school is located.

be enumerated at the place where 
they ure teaching when the census 
is taken, even though they may spenc 
the summer vacation at their parents 
home or elsewhere. 

Do not he:itate to answer the in- 
quiries. The purpose of the Census 
is to collect datu concerning the social 
and industrial conditions in the coun- 
try as a whole and for the different 
provinces, cities, and countries.  An-| 
swers to the questions will be used | 
for this purpose only. Enumerator: | 
and employees of the Census Bureat. 
are liable to severe punishment if they 
divulge uny of the information col- 
lected about any indiviual person. 

Meet the census-taker courteously) 
You will save time for yourself and 
render the Government a great as- 
sistance by caoperating with the en- 
umerat:r when he arrives at your 
home.

Thunderstorms Hend List According 
To Well-Known English Doctor 
There are two hundred and ninety- 
eight different sorts of scares which

that most of the seventeen hundred 
jdifferent individuals he questioned told 
‘him that their"preatest alarm came 
| from thunderstorms, 
| The average number of deaths in a 
| year caused by- lightning in Great 
| Britain is only twenty-three, so that 


you are almost as safe in a thunder- | 


storm as in an express train. Even 
in tropical countries deaths by light- 
ning come at the bottom of the list 
of deaths by accident or violence. 


Height comes second in the list of 
fears. One person out of three is, 


afraid of high places and of the giddi- 
ness caused through

cliff. 

| The chief fear of women is the

Electric Devices For 


Explorer States the “Nautilus” 
Being Elaborately Equipped 

The “Nautilus,” a submarine which 
is being prepared to travel across 


the top of the earth and beneath | 


the North Pole, is elaborately 
equipped with electric devices, it 
has been announced by Sir Hubert 
| Wilkins, explorer. Together with 
other special apparatus of unique 
'design and purposes, these electric 
‘appliances make the submarine a 
more perfect dwelling place for the 
crew of twenty than even Jules 
Verne’s famous “Nautilus,’’ whose 
name this modern craft will bear in 
memory of the great scientific fiction- 
ist. 

Paradoxically perhaps, but none the 
less truly, Sir Hubert’s “Nautilus” 
will carry an electric refrigerator 
into the Arctic Ocean. The interior 
of the submarine will be warm 
enough, even in the frigid zone, to 
cause food to spoil; the electric re- 
frigerator will’ be used for 
preservation of the food rations of 
the crew, \ 

The “Nautilus,” now being equip- 
ped at Philadelphia, will also have a 
complement of electric sun lamps, 
since the boat will be under water 
so much of the time that, even though 
the sun shines 24 hours a day in the 
“Land of the Midnight Sun,” the men 
will gain very little exposure to na- 
tural sunlight. The crew will need 
the ultra-violet rays of the artificial 
sun to keep them in good physical 
condition,

All the information supplied is strictly confidential, and the officers 
of the Government are subject to severe penalty if they disclose any of 
the information which is given to them by residents in the country, to 
any.other than the Government, 


Furthermore, it has nothing whatever to do with taxation, or military 
service, or compulsory school attendance, or immigration, or any such 
matter;and the Government itself cannot use it except for statistical 


totals, 


The Government representative will put the same questions to all, 
and it is your duty as a resident of this country to answer promptly and 
truthfully, The Government is very anxious to avoid forcing anyone to 
answer these questions, but it is empowered to do so in the few cases 
where individuals may refuse,
